RETROSPECT OF 1874. 

White Shirtings—An in- 
creasing trade in this fabric 
has to be recorded; the year 1874, in 
its consumptive deliveries overtopping 
those of any previons period it has been 
our privilege to review. The Compara-

‘Moreover, the business has been fairly 
steady throughout. ‘The fluctuation in 
prices has not been great, and a fair 
ordinary 64-Reed—which, like its con- 
gener the 8}-lIbs. in the Grey, com- 
prises by far the greatest portion of the 
deliveries—when a market existed, has 
always commanded a reasonable value. 
Dewharst’s best. Eagle—Taeping—was 
never quoted under Ms. 2.15 per piece, 
geinst the opening and maximom rate 
of the year, Tis. 2.35 per piece; and the 
more ordinary cloths seldom showed a 
wider difference, excepting when the 
system of weekly auctions of sound 
goods was instituted last sammer. At 
that time, and for two or three months 
subsequently, demand was at a very low 
ebb, and the forcing of business ander 
the cireumstances was followed by its 
aatural consequence. A chop which 
was worth Tis. 1.93 a 1.94 in May, had 
fallen as low as Tis. 1.80 in Angast, and 
this was all the more to be regretted 
considering the very favorable position 
of stocks daring the greater part of the 
season. For two months afterwards, 
enquiry languished, but then the demand 
came, and underits influence every avail- 
able parcel was quickly taken up. 
Prices at once rebounded to their earliest 
level, and dealers were eager buyers for 
distant arrival at the advance indicated 
by the following quotations, taken from 
our Market Reports from ‘Ist to 31st 
December, viz: Tis. 1.90 a 2.05 for 
common chops, and Tis. 2.173 for Dew- 
hurst’s Taepings. White Shirtings 
are closely allied to the unbleached 
article, and the causes which influence 
the trade in the one very frequently 
affect the other. Thus 52 a 60-Reeds, 
like the 6 and 7-lbs. Grey Shirtings, have 
been very difficult to move in quantity 
from year’s end to year’s end, while in 
conformity with the better basiness in 
heavy Grey Shirtings, the finer counts 
of bleached cloths improved materially 














‘que publication of the North-China Herald! as the season advanced, and yielded 


fair profits to those engaged in their 
importation. 

T-Cloths—Thero is one point, and one 
only, on which favorable comment can 
be made, and that is the decrease in the 
stocks that has been gradually taking 
place since 31st December, 1873. On 
that date, the Chamber of Commerco 
Returns showed 1,260,000 pieces of all 
weights in godown and on board ship 
in harbour, whereas at the beginning of 
the present year the stock by similar 
Returns appeared to be only 487,600 
pieces, or say 600,000 pieces, allowanco 
being made for the goods held by those 
firms who did not furnish statistics, 
Bat this diminution was powerless in 
raising the very low rates current at 
the opening of Inst season, and after 
two or three ineffectual efforts to 
establish higher quotations, holders, 
accepting their destiny, sold’ out as op- 
portunity offered; and many an one 
seemed thankful’ for the ‘riddance, 
although it was like the parting of old 
friends, and cost him severe pangs to 
see them go. And wore they not old 
and dear friends, or had they not the 
right tobe styled'as such? Yea, verily, 
for some of them had been quietly re- 
posing in their owners’ warehouses for 
years, and every year they became 
dearer and more expensive still.. But 
against this decrease in stocks, there 
has been a serions falling off in the 
consumption of 1-Cloths within the 
past two years, mach to the disappoint- 
ment of the importer as well as to his 
loss; and no satisfactory conclusion as 
to its canse has yet been arrived at, 
We noticed this fact in our Retrospect 
for 1873; mentioning that general 
opinion was disposed to aseribe it to the 
plentiful cotton-yield of the previous 
antamn, notwithstanding that statistics 
were rather against the supposition, The 
depression prevailing in the 7-Cloths 
market, however, and the great abund- 
ance and cheapness of native cotton and 
cotton-cloths thronghont 1874, give 
force to the previous belief, and so in 
the absence of any better reason, we 
accept the native cotton idea as the 
trae solution of the mystery. In con- 
nection with the foregoing, ‘the follow- 
ing comparative statement of the 
statistics for the past six years may 
prove of interest to our reader:

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The diminution of the stocks, as we 
havealready said, is the only satisfactory 
point noticeable in the '-Cloth position, 
for business was fiat at the opening of 
the year, and quotations low, and this 
was pretty well tho raling state of 
matters until its close. In our earliest 
Report, 7th January, no mention is 
made of the article, whilo in the next, 
quotations were altogether omitted and 
the market was thus\described: “ Trans- 
“actions are again trifling, and consist 
“chiefly in the class of Mexican 7-Ibs. 
« obtainable at about Tis. 1.35 per piece. 
“ Thereis a slight enquiry for fine 7-Ibs., 
“and Tis. 1.60 is the rate named ; but 
“<it is somewhat difficult to define the 
* buyers’ meaning of ‘very fine,’ and 
“so we can give no particular chop as 
“tho basis for sellers to work upon; 
“small lots of Dewharst’s M.T. 8-Ibs. 
“have found a market at TIs. 1.70 per 
“piece;” and again about six weeks 
Inter, onr weekly Report states, “A sale 
“of 6-lb. Mexican 'T-Cloths is such a 
“rarity now-a-days, as to deserve a 
“special record.” "That same trans- 
action consisted of 1,000 pieces only, 

_and the price realised was Ms. 1.32% 
per piece, against a laying-down cost 
of about’ a mace higher. In March, 
although there was a more extensive 
business going on, and an advance of 3 
to 5 c. per piece established in the value 
of 7-Ibs. we were compelled to record 
the dissatisfaction still prevailing 
amongst holders who “generally, are 
“ander the impression that before long 
“ they will seo a more satisfactory trade 
“and better prices.” —By the lstof April, 
however, the dealers had “returned 
“to their old offers of Tis. 1.35 or inside 
«M)s, 1.40 for ordinary Mexican 7-1bs.” 
Nor could they be induced to operate 
largely, unless on better conditions, 
during’ the remainder of the year; 
and, on 3lst December, and for ‘some 
weeks previously, we find ‘that class 

joted at Tis 1:30 per piece, We con- 
clade our T-Cloths’ Review with the 
following quarterly range of prices for 
the different weights and qualities:—

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The improvement in 8-lbs. cloths at 
Midsummer was owing to an enguiry 
that set in about the beginning of June, 
and to the very moderate supply of the 
article on hand. Towards the middle 
of that month, heavy sales of hard and 
floating cargo were registered; but after 
that time the demand moderated, and 





when the goods began to arrive freely, 
prices reacted, reaching their normal 
level by the’ middle of November. 
Mildew has had no small share in keep- 
ing the lighter weights of T-Cloths at 
such a low range during 1874. But the 
‘Mildew in many instances was more in 
consequence of prolonged holding than 
of any primary adulteration in the 
manufacture, and it occurred mostly in 
‘those classes of 7-Ib. Mexicans which are 
more particularly alluded to, and which 
in former years wero crowded upon this 
market from home, to an extent far 
heavier than the country could bear. 
Of conrse, there have been cases of 
Mildew in more recent arrivals, but the 
damago of which we speak, and which 
we believe to have been partly instra- 
mental in depressing the market values 
of the year, was the result of excessive 
production and the consequent nccumu- 
lation on this side. 

Drills.—The opening of the market 
wasexceedingly disappointing toholders. 
It is true that the year was inaugurated 
by heavy sales, but the rates paid and 
accepted wore simply rainons.” When 
the antumn trade of 1873 terminated, 
quotations of ordinary quality—14 a 
15-1b. English Drills wero Tis. 2.48 a 
2.58 per piece, and these figures even 
were somewhat below cost. But the 
stock was heavy, and supplies from home 
were constantly pouring in. Hence 
sellers became frightened, and most of 
them made haste to realise. Buyers 
had everything to themselves, and it is 
not surprising that they managed in a 
very brief space of time to get prices 
down to “Tis. 2.30 per piece for fair 
ordinary 15-Ibs., or its equivalent for 
the lighter weights.” Moreover, on 
the 2ist of January last year, we fin 
it written, “A ‘sale of 7,000 pieces 
“fine 15-1b. English Drills (Dewhurst’s) 
“at Tis. 2.35 distant clearance—has 
“been the event of the week. Indeed 
“ there has been little elsedone, although 
similar qnality has been in constant 
“demand. Such a decline was rather 
“unexpected, and holders generally are 
“not yet prepared toaccept it.” Never- 
theless, most of the business of the year 
was done at or under thoso quotations, 
and a 15-1b. of fairly passable quality was 
auctioned in May at Tls. 2.18 per piece. 
However, the final results to importers, 
as the season advanced, were not so 
deplorable as at the commencement. 
The cost in Manchester had lessened 
considerably; the shipments from 
Enropo and America wore on a reduced 
scale, the home trade being scared bj 
the ‘unsatisfactory accounts from this 
side; and native consumption continued 
large; our stocks became more 
manageable. And so the importer of 
1874 frequently sold his goods at a 
profit, not great certainly, but it was 
cheering to him to have something in 
his hands with which he could do a 
little good. 

The English manufacture occupies 
by far the most important position 
here now, and to a great extent it rules 
the market. American cloth, by reason 
of the regulated supply, commands 
faney prices so to speak, and the Dutch 
13 @ 14-Ibs. rank after the same weights 
of English. Daring 1874, however, 
the imports from Holland also decreased 
very materially. The accumalations of 
the latter at the close of 1873, the 
peculiar and unaccountable absence of 








demand, and the high cost of produc- 
tion last year, acted as deterrents to 
shippers. Besides, to’ say nothing of 
the impossibility of selling at reasbnable 
xates as compared with those paid for 
the English textile, many a holder was 
for a long time fetiered by limits from 
home; and when sales became practica- 
ble the unlimited few closed with the 
earliest offers they receivéd, selling out 
at from Tis. 2.00 a 2.10 per piece in 
May, up to Tis. 2.20 a 2.30 per piece in 
December. Hankow, which is the 
chief emporium for Dutch Drills—at 
least it has proved itself so in bye-gone 
days—has this season taken off bat a 
small proportion only; whether because 
of the Limits placed on most of them, 
or whether owing to the Likin diffionl- 
ties, we are not in a position to say; but 
the fact remains, that the usual Hankow 
Spring enquiry was not experienced last 
year, and the trade in the article stood 
Still, until tho heavy decline indicated 
by the above fignres attracted the atten- 
tionof the Northern dealers, who entered 
the market in Antumn, and whose opera- 
tions gradually established theprices cur- 
rent when winter seb in. Of American 
Drills, it is only necessary to remark 
that they snffered in common with the 
other descriptions, although probably 
not to so great an extent, ‘The market 
opened in April at Ts. 3.75 for P.M.C.D. 
Dragon chop, declining to TMs. 3.47} 
towards its close. The cheaper makes 
were mostly wanted, and fair quantities 
of thom changed lands from time to 
time on the basis of Tis. 3.30 a 8.40 
per piece. 

A falling off in the business of Drills 
has to bo noted, but under this headin, 
wo have already trespassed too far, an

Jeans—The importer of Jeans has 
not gone altogether unrewarded, neither 
have the natives suffered on that 
account. Moreover, consumption has 
outrun the importation, and 1875 com- 
mences with as low a stock as we have 
seen for a number of years past. The 
opening quotations for ordi to good 
medium qualities were Tis. 1.75 « 1.90 
per piece, but the average selling prices 
of the year wore considerably higher 
than these figures. In fact, excepting 
on one or two occasions, there was no 
business done so cheaply. In March, 
tho standard quotation’ for English 
8-Ib. Jeans was ts 1.86 a 2.06, receding 
in June to the opening rates, recoverin, 
themselves shortly “afterwards an 
maintaining an average value of Tis, 
1.84 a@ 1.95 per piece throughout the 
remainder of the year. In Dutch Jeans 
transactions were neither extensive nor 
important, and seldom did the rates 
realised cover cost. Quotations were 
fairly steady throughout, the extreme 
points being Tls. 2.23 in January, Tis. 
2.05 in Spring and early Summer, and 
Tis. 2.20 in Autumn and Winter. Of 
American Jeans there were not any

China to constitute Trinity Church his dio- 
couan Cathedral, It was agreed that this 
would be a fitting compliment to Bishop 
Kuasell, and that the position of Shanghai 
entitled it to this distinction. ‘he ‘Tru 
teos were accordingly authorised to advie 
with him on the subject. 

The annual meeting of the Shanghai 
Rao Club was held on Friday afternoon, 
and was numorously attended. The chair 
was taken by Mr. O. J. King, who briefly 
stated that the balance of loan and interest 
due to Mr. Keswick had beon paid, and 
eight shaces in the race course purchased 
on behalf of the Club, which now possessed 
17 out of 25 shares.—The accounts, show- 
ing a balance in favour of the Club, of 
‘Ts, 2,649, wore passed as printed, after 
an enquiry by Mr, Brandt as to what had 
become of the German Challenge Cup, 
which had disappeared, and on account 
which the Club stood indebted to the final 
Winer in the aum of Tis, 350. The

Bell and Hart.—A letter was read from 
Mr. P. V. Grant, to the effect that a sum 
of Tis. 500 had been subscribed among the 
engineors of Shanghai for a piece of Plate 
to be run for and won by a China pony 
from the same stable, two consecutive 
years, A vote of thanks was passed to 
Mr. Grant and the subscribers. 

The schedule of tho first Flower Show 
to be held in Shanghai, on the 24th and 
25th May noxt, has been published, 
together with the rules under which 
exhibitors are to enter their contributi 
‘The number of prizes offered is no less 
than seventy-four, and the committee 
must be congratulated or being able to 
publish so large a number at first starting. 
‘The productions, for the excellence of 
which these prizes are offered, include 
plants in pots, forty-seven ; cut flowers, 
eight; vegetables, fourteen ; and fruits, 
five. But in addition to those named 
in the schedule, the committee solicit 
further contributions in any of the classes 
named, whether mentioned in the 
catalogue or not (for which prizes will be 
given at the discretion of the judyes), as 
well as for flowers mentioned, not being 
in pots. Appended to tho rules, is the 
important announcement that the Com- 
mittee will make every arrangement for 
the security and health of the con- 
tributions, but will not be responsible for 
loss or damage.

and there seems no reason to doubt the 
success of the first Shanghai Flower, or 
more strictly, Horticultural, Show. 

The unusual occurrence of two alarms of 
fire on the sume morning, happened Sun- 
day ; but, fortunately, neither of them were 
of a very serious nature, ‘The first was at 
about the early hour of four a.m., the bells 
intimating the locality to be Hongkew. It 
appears that a watchman on duty at 
Hunt's Wharf noticed a glare of light 
proceeding from some stables in the rear 
of the Chinese houses on the side of the 
Broadway opposite to the Wharf Hotel. 
Ho roused Mr. Vail, who at onoe rang the 
alarm counecting the wharf with the Hong- 
kew police station. It was afterwards found 
that  bamboo-built shed used as a stable 
and trap-houso, was on fire, The signal 
was quickly taken up by the Central and 
other stations, and the fire-brigade and 
police were soon in motion; but Mr, 
Stripling seeing, from the inflammable 
nature of the structure, that the fire would 
probably burn itself out before the engin 
could arrive from the English and French 
side, despatched Sergeant Lloyd in his trap 
tostop them, which he did, ‘The Hongkew 
engine and Hook and Ladder Company 
were soon on the spot, and remained at 
hand in case of emergency, but all source 
of further danger was prevented by means 
of extinctours, a few pails of water, and 
pulling down the burning remains, ‘Two 
ponies were destroyed, having been pro- 
ably suffocated by the smoke before the 
flames reached them. A carriage was also 
burnt, The stable belonged to the com- 
pradore of the English Sailors’ Homo.— 
‘Tho second alarm was rang out at a little 
before nine a.m, and was at first believed 
to be the prelude to a serions disas 
Tho engines, &,, wore again specdily 
under way and making for the district 
indicated, this timo in the French Cor 
cession, But it was soon found that their 
vices were not required, the fire being 
only in a chimney at the Fronch Consulate, 
It was extinguished by the primitive 
method of pouring water down from 
the roof. It is rather hard that the 
eutire Settlement should have had its 
nerves shaken by the piercing clangour 
of fire-alarm bells—the second time in one 
morning, too—for nothing more than a 
blaze in a chimney. 

The various men-of-war in harbour and 
the flag-staifs of the several consulates 
were gaily dressed on the 25th ulto., iu honor 
of the young Emperor's accession. ‘The 
Mandarins resumed their most gorgeous 
official robes—breastplate, beads, fringe, 
buttons, red umbrellas, &., &o.— 
and went to the Hwan Shéw Kung 


B32 temple inside the West Gate, to 
Kotow before the Imporial tablet, The 
proceedings were guided, as in the case of 
the mourning ceremonies, by explicit 
instructions, which add that all ornaments 
are to be laid aside and the quiet dress of 
mourning resumed, immediately afte 
wards. —The Shénpao, we observe, camo 
out on vermilion paper in honour of the 
occasion. The idea seems to have struck 
the Chinese fancy exactly ; double the 
usual number of copies having been sould, 
‘The paper itself must have cost our con-

‘This str. arrived in 
Yokohama on Sunday, the 28th Feb., 
but only on Tuesday night was news of 
hor arrival and of her intended depatch 
for San Francisco on the 9th March, 
received in Shanghai; whereas the P.M. 
str, Costa Rica had left for Shanghai the 
same morning, aud a mail for America 
might have been made up by her if the 
Yokohama mauager of the Co. had given 
oarlior notice, ‘This, too, assuming that 
the decision to sond the Vasco was a 
sudden one; whereas it was probably 
predetermined, avd might have been 
propanounced. ‘This, however, is only on 
apar with the general neglect of public 
convenience which has been shown lately 
in the management of the P, M. steamer 
they run without regularity, aud their 
movements are announced and changed 
with suddenness and incousideraten: 
‘Two several correspondents suggest that 
& public letter should be written to the 
President of the Company, complaining 
of the mis-managemont and neglect of 
their interests. It would cortainly have 
some effect. 

We regret to learn that Messrs. Siemssen

Pages 20 and 21 of No. 26 of the Peking 
Magazine, contain a poem, stating that, 
among other grievances to which Chinese 
are subjected in Cuba, their bones are 
hoiled down for purposes of sugar refiuery !

We have had an opportunity of 
inspecting specimens of the new magnetic 
fire-alarm apparatus, adopted by the 
Municipal Council for this Settlement. 
The apparatus is known as ‘Siemon’s 
Patent Inductors,” and has been used in 
Manchester (which possesses one of the 
most complete fire-brigade organisations in 
the world) and also in the principal towns 
of France, Belginm, ete., for a long period. 
In construction, arraugement, and work- 
ing, the system is simplicity itself, There 
is no complicated machinery, only one 
wheel anda handle being required, and 
altogether there are only three moving 
pieces in each box. These boxes aro little 
more than a foot square, and can be fixed 
anywhere, the wires being led to them in 
the ordinary way. ‘Che power is obtained 
by means of a series of magnets and a 
revolving cylinder known as ‘‘Siemen’s 
armiture.” ‘The peculiarity is that there 
ia no battery required, and the apparatus, 
not being affected by variations of temper- 
ature or other influences, always retains 
its strength. Mr. J. D. Bishop has fitted 
up, in a room at his residence at Hongkew, 
the requisite number of boxes to represent 
tral, Louza, and Hongkew Police 
Stations, together with the fire-station in 
the French Concession and the outlying 
district along the Bubbling Well road; 
but, of course, these could be multiplied 
to any extent necessar; There are two 
ordinary clock-bells attached to each in- 
auctor, and-these are rung by means of a 
hammer suspended between them, the 
maguetic current at the same time releas- 
ing « painted circular vane, which fies up 
and so indicates the whereabouts of the 
fire. No effect is produced by only turu- 
ing the handle, the cirouit not being com- 
pleted without pressing down akuob, when 
the bell immediately rings and the alarm 

given, For each district, there is a 
different stroke of the bell, either along 
and then two short ones, or wsiiort and 
then along one, etc., as might be arranged, 
to indicate it. ‘The mode, too, of discon- 
necting the various districts is exceedingly 
simple, For instance, it would be un- 
necessary to communicate to the residents 
in the Bubbling Well road, the news of a 
fire in Hongken—they would hear the 
alarm soon enough by means of the alarm- 
bell, with signal-lights at night—and, 
therefore, in order to conserve the magnetic 
force as much as possible, a little move- 
ment disconnects any of the districts at 
will, ‘Tlie usefulness of the,apparatus in 
the outlying districts is to send an alarm 
of firo to the various stations, and this 
anybody can do by merely opening the box 
and turning a handle. The present tele- 
graph poles will be made available to 
stretch the wires, and but comparatively 
little additional expense would be incurred 
to place inductors aud extend the wires to 
every essential point throughout the Settle- 
ment. The simplicity, durability and 
usefulness of the new system over that 
now in use, can hardly be over-estimated.

MANCHURIA. 


‘Tae extension of cultivation into Man- 
churia, where large districts still remain 
to be occupied by the industrious natives 
of Chihli and Shansi, who form the bulk 
of immigrants, cannot but eventually be 
productive of considerable changes both 
social and political. It seems strange 
that, for so many centuries, a country 80 
rich in its products and enjoying so ‘fine 
a climate, should have been permitted 
to remain almost uninhabited, alongside 
so ancient a civilisation and so teeming a 
population as that of China, ‘Taking ad- 
‘vantage of a senson of supereminent weak- 
ness, the rude though hardy tribes who 
inhabited the valley of Sungari actually 
succeeded in overcoming the populous 
empire which lay at their doors ; but, as 
in many asimilar case, their success was 
only the prelude of their own political 
extinction. ‘The barrier between the two 
countries once removed, the more po- 
pulous race flowed over quicker than the 
other, and the Manchoos as a nation are 
now almost effaced ; those that do remain 
having to witness the occupation of their 
soil by the less warlike and robust, but 
more persevering sons of Han. Pouring 
as the flood of Chinese immigration is, 
into the rich soils of Manchuria, 
the first feeling of the new settler is pro- 
bably one of relief from the narrow 
Jimits within which he has cribbed during 
his abode in China, ‘The few square feet 
of garden patch laboriously cultivated, 
and just yielding enough in ordinary 
seasons to preserve his half vegetable 
life, give place to what to him must 
appear the freedom of an almostboundless 
rairie, He can, for the first time in his 
life, raise not only enough to keep body 
and soul together, but actually a sur- 
plus, which if favourably situated he may 
perhaps contrive to sell. Such is his 
present position, and in it ho might 
@ disposed to see the gorms of future 
prosperity. But though nature has been 
kind to the country, there are things 
she has not given. "The greater part of 
Munchuria drains, not south to the gulf 
of Pechihli, whither its produce might be 
conveyed by barge in summer or sleigh 
in winter; but north, towards the inhos- 
pitable regions of the Amoor. Conse- 
quently, the settler, unless placed at a 
position of vantage as to communication, 
is troubled even more than at home by 
the position of énforced isolation in whicl 
he is placed. He has if possible less in- 
ducement to grow the more ordinary 
‘crops, as they are practically valueless in 
country where everyone has enough, 
‘tnd no means exist for sending a surplus 
toa market for sale, The consequences 
areensilyseen, Thepeasantin Manchuria, 
unable “to make a profit out of the 
ordinary products of the soil, grows the 
only one which will bear the expense of 
cartiage to market, namely opium. Ont 
of this he cau get the few cash which he 
Tequires to buy salt,-a little sugar, and 
his light summer clothing, while for the 
rest he has to depend on the soil itself. 
Now the result of this state of affairs 
Cannot fail, in the course of a few genera- 
tions, to make itself felt, unless means are 
taken to counteract it in the beginning. 
Under such circumstances, population 








must and will increase to the utmost 
possible extent, while the isolated nature 
of the country which has led to that 
high population, will result in seasons of 
agricultural failure and famines of the 
most severe description. Manchuria, 
when fully populated, will in fact be a 
second China, with all the evil features 
of the Chinese system intensified. The 
remedy for this state of affairs is, of 
course, good roads of whatever descrip- 
tion. Railways would be best, but in 
their absence roads of some sort. At 
present the country, rich as it naturally 
is, is entirely devoid of the most pri- 
mitive of roads. Tracks made by the 
Tnborious passage of mules and carts are 
the only substitute; and these become in 
bad weather so impassable, that the open 
country is adopted in preference. Some 
effort to improve the means of communi- 
cation would naturally be adopted by 
any Government other than the Chinese. 
‘The present dynasty, however, seems to 
have made it a matter of policy to 
obstruct as far as possible the intercourse 
of the provinces. Not only are no new 
roads made, but old ones are allowed to 
go to ruin, and when once ruined no 
attempt is made to repair them. In 
this way China itself is well nigh ruined, 
and what ought to become a prosperous 
dependenoy is started on the same down- 
ward track. 





BUNUCHS. 


Tr, as Dr, Williams tells us, there are 
some 5,000 eunuchs connected with the 
palace, we can easily understand that 
they forma very strong influence, and 
may be a very fertile source of trouble 
if avy conflict of interests arise among 
their masters. An edict in the Peking 
Gazette of the Ist February shows that 
there has been trouble with them lately ; 
and the guess might not bo a very rash 
one, that they have taken the opportu- 
nity of the Inte complications to assert 
themselves intolerably. Whether they 
have simply beeu running riot during a 
time of transition, when discipline was 
naturally relaxed, or whether they have 
been taking a share in political intrigue, 
we cannot pretend to guess. One thing 
only is clear, that they have emphatically 
offended the Empresses Dowager, and 
have cometocondign grief in consequence. 
The edict convicts them of having 
“misbehaved themselves and acted re- 
“gardlessly of duty, even going so far 
“in some cases as to assume authority 
“to which they had no title, and to 
“engage in intrigues with offivials of the 
“Household for dishonest purposes.” 
‘Three of the chief eunuchs, including 
one wearing an official button, are 
consequently to bo stripped of office and 
banished to the Amoor, there to be given 
as slaves to the soldiery; while four 
others are’ to be severely’ bastinadoed 
and set to work as grass-cutters in the 
Hunting Park. It is quite possible the 
case may be purely one of indiscipline ; 
the coincidence, only, of the row 
with the inauguration of a new regime, 
suggests a political interpretation. Per- 
haps the most likely case is, that the 
eunuchs have taken advantage of the 
late Emperor’s youth and inexperience, 
to curry favour, and gain an influence -in 
palace affairs which the Empresses will 
not tolerate. 











Eunuebs have always been a source of 
trouble at Peking, though theyhavealways 
Deen recognised as a necessity. Chineso 
annals contain abundant memorials aud 
edicts, deprecating their influence and 
legislating for their control. A memorial 
by one Ngow Yang-sieu, during the 
time of the Song dynasty, paints them 
with great boldness and truth :— 
“Tn all ages, ennuchs who have had 
power have been looked upon as the 
pests of a State. They are still more to 
be feared than women and that is say- 
ing a great deal. ‘They are insinuating, 
artful, and patient ; they know how to 
give certain proofs of their virtue very 
dexterously in matters that don't cost 
them much, that they may court the 
esteem of the Prince. They make ad- 
vantage of certain seasonable occasions, 
which of themselves are of no conse- 
quence, to make a shew to their master 
of their attachment and loyalty, that 
they may gain his confidence. Do they 
gain it? “They take care to pay them- 
selves for their trouble: They manage 
the Prince as they please, either by rais- 
ing up empty phantoms to fright bim, or 
by suggesting delusive hopes to soothe 
him. - The Prince may well have at his 
court men of capacity, virtue and zeal, 
but be looks upon them ap strange in 
comparison of the eunuchs, whofare 
always near his person in tho heart of 
the ‘palace ; he places his whole confi- 
dence in them, and they well know how 
to use it,so as to increase their own 
power: the officers without doors are 
of no greater value than tho eunuchs 
have a mind to put upon them. Then 
men of merit either retire or grow cold, 
and the poor Prince remains alone in the 
hands of his eunuchs, to whom he has 
abandoned himself. These wretches 
frighten him every moment and, ren- 
dering themselves necessary, they more 
and more strengthen their’ authority, 
or rather, their tyranny.”—A prince 
may, says the writer, be recovered 
from the influence of women, and 
no harm ensue. That is a weakness 
dangerous to the State, but it may 
‘be conquered, it is an evil not without 
remedy; whereas, “if he abandon 
himself to his eunuchs, in vain 
would he retract.” Instances are quoted 
of dynasties that have perished simply 
through submission to such influence ; 
those of the Han and the Tang for 
instance. Ministers and people became 
indignant at the position the’ eunuchs 
had arrogated, and created a rebellion in 
the effort to upset them. “They are,” 
says a memorial of Su-ché, “ malignant 
swellings in a part which has too 
near a connection with the vitals to 
be cut off without danger. However, 
they were. cut off and death ensued ; 
or, to speak without a figure, the 
Sovereign authority was violated by 
extirpating these favourites against the 
Prince’s will; and all that the con- 
querors gained was to perish with that 
State which they hoped to have saved.” 

Without knowing what has bronght 
about the prefent collision, we may give 
the Empresses every credit for energet- 
ically repressing a'davgerous class. Tho 
temperament of Oriental peoples, and the 
constitution of Oriental Courts, render 
these singularly linble to intrigue ; but 
the intrigue of relatives and friends is 
innocent, compared tothe baleful influence 
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which the writers we have quoted, set 
themselves to deprecate. Socially ostra- 
cised, eunuchs have no interest in the wel- 
fare of the country. Knowing necessarily 
all that transpires in the palace, having 
access to both the Emperor and his 
zenana, they have singular opportunities 
for acquiring an influence which they 
care only to use for their own gain. A 
Court where such satellites are even 
tolerated, cannot but be regarded as a 
semi-barbarbous Court ; and by striving 
to abolish the system, Chinese statesmen 
would do more to raise their Sovereign 
in the world’s esteem, than by simply 
asserting a superiority which is ridiculous 
in face of facts. 








BUSINESS. 


Axraovert business can scarcely be said 
to have been resumed as yet since the 
Chinese New Year, the natives seem to 
have more sanguiue ideas about the pro- 
bable course of events than at this time 
<last year, At all events the succession 
at Peking seems to have been quietly 
acquiesced in, This, however, is a 
thing with which the ordinary China- 
man troubles himself so little, that some 
grievance must needs be inflicted to 
force him to move; and as the present 
dynasty, with all its errors, has perhaps 
roved itself superior to the later 
perors of the Ming, the nation is 
willing to believe that its time is not yet 
come, and that it may be allowed to re- 
gulate its own affairs as to succession in 
its own way. ‘The simple fact that the 
New Year in Shanghai opened with a 
deluge of rain, has been adopted by 
the natives asa prognostic of good ; 
and ns no nation, since, perhaps, the 
Romans, has been so firm in its belief in 
auguries, this feeling may possibly go 
some way towards removing the want 
of confidence which was, in every trade, 
the prevailing feeling of the last two 
years. It is needless to say that foreign- 
ers would gladly reciprocate this feeling 
of confidence, were the prospects in other 
quarters equally bright. Some such 
feeling certaiuly actuated the greater 
portion of those engaged in trade last 
year, but was hardly justified by the 
result. Silk, for instance, to the best in- 
formed, seemed tooffera chance butseldom 
afforded. It appeared evident that a 
revival from the dreary inactivity of the 
Inst three or four years in Europe was 
about to take place, while at the same 
time everything looked favourable for 
exporters in China. As a matter of fact 
silk has probably paid all round, but it 
has certainly not yielded a large profit on 
the total, and. has only been profitable 
to some, while it bas lost to others. 
Low prices were not followed by the 
expected demand, and themarketremains, 
in the end, nearly as dull and 
inactive as ever. But although there 
were sufficient grounds to justify some 
activity in the silk market, the same 
could hardly be said of tea. The 
previous year's teas had been bought at 
prices which generally proved remunera- 
tive, but some fancy on the part of 
buyers in China seems to have led them 
to expect that teas in England would 
advance beyond the average prices of the 
last four years. It is needless to say 
they did not, and really there was no 
reason why they should. “There had been 


no special depression in the market, and 
supplies were going on as usual, and 
keeping a pretty fair pace with con- 
sumption. And so the result seems 
to have been that the difference in 
price between the rates at which they 
had been bought, as compared with the 
previous year, nearly balanced the account 
of profit’and loss. In green teas, even 
the excuse of a possible rise could hardly 
be urged. They were notoriously sick 
when the season opened, and forced 
sales on an inactive market have made 
them worse month by month. Still, the 
unfavourable comments upon them in 
the Zancet and other qnarters no doubt 
helped to depress them. Imports 
again were unprofitable, partly on 
account of the want of confidenc> 
which was the characteristic of Chinese 
trade during the year; but mainly 
Veeause shippers in England could not 
be made to believe that, in the face of 
large stocks in China and abundant 
cotton crops, no permanent improvement 
in price could take place. 

fow, all these elements seem likely 
to affect trade again for the coming 
year. So it is, perbaps, a good 
thing, that foreigners generally have 
got rid of a little of the sanguine 
element which played them such ill 
pranks last year. Tt was in some respects 
a bad thing that Epimetheus should 
have kept back hope in Pandora’s box, 
for hope has been the steady opponent of 
everything rational in China for the last 
fifteen years. Hope seemed some years 
ago disposed to confine her operations 
to their legitimate channels, but the 
opening of the telegraph cable, and Reu- 
ters’ daily announcements, sem to have 
set her at her pranks again, and she has 
been steadily picking the pockets of the 
China trade. Doubtless tea purchasers 
will again this year hope that the mar- 
ket will go up, and that hope will give 
them thence a few taelsa pecul. Yet, if 
they only looked calmly at the matter, 
they would see some cause for appre- 
hension, especially so far as Shanghai 
and the river ports are concerned. 
‘The competition of the Southern ports 
is likely to be more dangerous than it 
has been for many years, while there is 
every prospect of Hankow finding a 
nearer rival in Kiukiang, to disturb the 
market. 
modated itself to the import of teas by 
steamers, and so far has eased the trade 
of one great element of uncertainty, but 
it does not seem at all disposed to raise 
its rates in unison with the ideas of pur- 
chasers in Chiua. What is true of black 
tea is true of silk. Hope again seems 
in the ascendency, but there is some 
slight difference. With low prices 
ruling, the market for silic can apparently 
be largely extended, while high rates 
at once put a stop todeliveries. A brisk 
market on low rates does not by any 
menns justify the hope of establishing 
any permanent rise; it is only by de- 
pressing rates that the necessary demand 
can be excited. The amount produced 
is iricreasing year by year, but there 
is no reason to believe that the 
cost of production is greater than for- 
merly, and no reason therefore why the 
price should be higher than formerly. 
Europe and America have certaiuly 
not reached the limit of demand,

Un- 
luckily,, the enhanced price of silk for the 
past few years, has led fashions to move 
on mixtures, and fasbions are not to be 
changed in a day.

Dr. Jamieson’s report on the Health of 
Shanghai during the year 1873, contains 
little of special intorest as regards the year 
under notice. 1873 was, in medical as in 
otherrespects, au ordinary year. One caso 
of scarlatina (imported from the Const) 
occurred, and this is remarkable, as it has 
been hitherto considered, on merely nega- 
tive evidence however, that China enjoyed 
an exemption from the diseuse, It is cor- 
tainly noteworthy that, during the long 
practice of foreign physicians since Chiua 
was opened to foreign residence, no case of 
scarlatina should hitherto have been ob- 
sorved, and that the combined experience 
of those in charge of the various dispen- 
saries and hospitals for natives should have 
led to the same conclusion. ‘The negative 
evidence here was of the strongest nature, 
Variola, varicella and rubeola, the latter 
of a malignant type, were kuown to prevai 
extensively, yet scarlntina itsolf was ap; 
rently unknown, It does not tend to sim- 
plify the matter, that the only two known. 
cases as yet have occurred amongst the 
foreign community, and were undeniably 
communicated the one to the other, 
Arterial diseaso continued provalent in 
Shanghai, among 31 certified deaths no 
less than 5 being duo to anourism, Dr, 
Jamieson would not, he tells us, even 
hozard a guess ns to the cause of this 
extraordinary prevalence in Shanghai of 
this olass of disens 
“That senile decay in its ordinary 
senso, has nothing to do with the prevalence 
of aneurism in Shangh: 
equally clear that in a co! 
of foreign residents there exi 
nerationof the i 
ted with advanced life as to be included 
long its common phenomena, and to 
acquire a name from it.” 


As compared with Hongkong in this 
respect, Shanghai offers a singular cou 
trast. Amongst nearly 6,000 cases treated 
in the various Hongkong hospitals with- 
in six years, but four cases of aneurism 
were registered, a number exceeded by the 
cases of death amongst the ordinary resi- 
dent population here in one year. ‘There 
has been no very especial tendency to aneu- 
rism during the year, as compared with Dr. 
Tamieson’s previous report, ao that the 
number of cases may be excepted as 
normal.—Dr. Jamieson complains with 
good cause of the quality of the water 
made uso of in Shanghai, It is uot that good 
water cannot be had here, for the anal 
of the samples sent to England proved 
that water of unusual purity was obtains 
ble. The Hwangpoo can match, for the 
quality and wholesomeness of its water, 
most rivers in the world ; but practically 
this purity is of little moment, as our aup- 
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localities, There is adifforence between the 
main stream of the Hwangpoo aud the 
polluted eddies from which our wator 
coolies delight to draw our supplies, and a 
still greater difference between even these 
and the pools of semi-stagnant slush along 
the banka of the Soochow Creek and the 
‘Yang-king-pang, on which the larger part 
of residents have to depend. Even the 
Soochow Creek, above tho. Settlement, 
when the water is drawn on the ebb, 
shows a fair amount of purity; but Chi- 
nese servants, careless themselves, will 
not take the trouble-of thinking for their 
employers, and too often the nearest pud- 
dle becomes the source of water supply. 
We do not quite follow Dr. Jamieson into 
his somewhat sensational remarks about 
the milk supply of the place. It is doubt- 
Tess essential, 80 far as possible, that the 
cows should be protected from all con- 
taminating influences, At present they 
merely have, in the majority of cases, 
to put up with water of very similar 
quality to their masters. ‘he communi- 
cation of eattle murrain by water has not, 
we believe, been suggested. Steps to 
prevent contagion proved effective in 
arresting the disease in England. Still, ite 
connection with a prevalence of dysentery 
in Shanghai could scarcely have been 
accidental, No more ready means of 
communication could be suggested, than 
from n diseased cow to a diseased infant 
through the milk of the former. 

We aro glad to obsorve Dr. Jamieson’s 
remark on the subject of the proposed 
quarantine regulations at Shanghai. At

We 
have heard more than one suggestion that 
ships coming from Japanese ports should 
bo quarantined, during its continuane 
But if this would not be straining at a 
khat and swallowing a camel, the proverb 
was never illustrated. ‘The advocates of 
Quarantine must forget that the Chinese 
inoculate theit children, and that there are 
consequently hundreds of cases of small- 
ually going on in the City and 
Where, again, would be the use of 
Preventing one or two additional cases from 
coming by sea, when every creek is a pos- 
sible inlet for infection from the country ? 
Even were quarantino effectually intro- 
Auced, it would probably result in less 
care being taken to preserve those sanitary 
conditions which are the best guardians 
of the public health, Endemic diseases 
arising from imperfect drainage and impure 


































air are far more deadly in the long run than 
epidemics of cholera. ‘The best preserv- 
tives against the latter, aro fortunately 
also our best defences against the foo 
always in our midst. Quarantine, as 
Dr. Jamieson remarks, is, as tending 
to inspire false confidence, worse than 
useless. It has never been adopted to 
any extent in England, and English 
physicians are almost unanimous in desir- 
ing to introduce in its stead a system of 
rigid medical inspection. That the latter 
would be useful, is almost as undeniable 
as that the former is harmful, Still in 
Shanghai even it, from the complexity of 
the moans of approach, could scarcely be 
made effective except to the most infivi-

In the 
same Gazeite it is announced that the 
Ministers of the Cabinet and Li Hung- 
‘chang, as Minister of State, had been sum- 
moned by the Regents to the Couneil Room 
for deliberation and the dispatch of public 
Dusiness, ‘The Gazette of the 2ud Feb- 
ruary adds that Li had had an audience 
of the Regents, to take leave on his depa 
ture for Paouting. Further on, in 
same Gazette, aud on the same day, we find 
it announced that the Ministers of the 
cabinet and Li Hung-chang had been sum- 
moned to the Couneil Room, for delibera- 
tion and the dispatch of business. From 
private letters received here from Peking 
on the evening of the Srd and 4th instant, 
we learnt that Li would leave Peking on 
the Srd instant for Paouting; and since 
then we have heard from the Chinese offi- 
cials here, that his Excellency had reached 
Paouting'on the Sth instant, the last day 
of the Chinese year. 

In the Gazette of the 2nd February there 
is a short Edict in reply to a memorial 
from Censor Li Kweilin, praying that the 
‘Throne will allow Ting Show-chang, lately 
Territorial Taoutai at Tiontsin, at present 
at this place in mourning for’ his father, 
and a man highly respected by the people 
of Tiontsin, to bo again employed in the 
public service in Ohihli. The Regents 
command, accordingly, that at the expira- 
tion of his one hundred days of mourning, 
Li Hung-chang shall again give Ting Show- 
chang employment. Ting is a native of the 
same province as Li Hung-chang, tho 
province of Ngauhway, 

‘Tho heavy mail with our news 
rived here on the morni the 4th 
instant, putting us in possession of 1! 
North-China Daily News up to the 15th 
January, and London papers up to the 
27th November. On the 2nd instant, a 
party of three Tientain sportsmen started 
for the wild grounds of Mongolia, and as 
they, in ovr minds, rank with’ Gordon 
Cumming, Baldwin, Baker, and Rico as 
sportsmen, we naturally expect to see them 
roturn, after the Chinese holidays are over, 
with along string of carts, heavily Ind 
with the trophies of their rifles and gu 
namely tigers, wild boars, volves, fox 

antilopes, buatards (Tepoo) 
sand grouse. In imagination w 
now wings commenced to be added to tl 
Shanghai Museum to take in uew speci 
of wild animals and birds bagged in Mor 
golia—a now field really for foreign sports- 
men, 

‘The Gth instant was the first day 
of the Chinese New Year and the 
first day of tho first year of the reign of 
Krwang-sou. I have not heard of anything 
having ocourred on that day worth: 
being chronicled in “the “North: 
Herald, beyond the circumstance that 
that day, and only for that day, the 
darins wont out of mourning, wearing their 
buttons, &e., ce., and using red cards. 
‘As customary, the Consuls sent their eards 
to the local Chinese officials to congratulate 
them on the now-yenr ; but as the officials 
do not receive visits while in mourning, no 
congratulatory visits as hitherto will take 
place on the 5th day of the first moon. 

On tho Ist instant, my Chinese people 
aawv a flock of wild geese flying north. On 
the 5th instant, 1 saw a flock of sixteen 
flying over my place in an easterly direc- 
tion, and fancied Lsaw them with my glass 
alight on the lakes, where I suppose there 
must be some place freo of ice. 

On the 4th instant, we had charming 
weather—bright sky, calm, and mild,— 
and during tho following night the ther- 
mometer only fell to 26%, At 10 a.m. on 























































































the 5th instant, a change took place, the 
wind coming out of the east and blowing 
strongly. In an hour it coased, and we 
had a calm till noon ; but during this time 
we could see, high in the air, that ere long 
wo were going to have a dust storm from 
the north, and of course at once set to 
work closing firmly our windows and doors 
to meet it efficiently. About hali-past 
twelve the storm reached us, and we were 
almost in darkness in afew moments. It 
continued all the remainder of the day 
and during a great part of the following 
night ; the weather becoming colder every 
minute. On the morning of the 6th inat., 
the thermometer stood at 10° Fahrenheit, 
and yostorday at 9°. 

‘The ico harvest has como to an end, 
and I understand that it has throughout 
been satisfactory.

‘A goneral conversation ensued, and a 
member said he heard the cup had been 
traced up toa certain time, since which 
nothing had been known of it. It was 
time some steps should be taken with a 
view to its recovery. 

Mr. Buanpr said he had heard it had 
been seen at the German Club. He asked 
how the Raco Club became responsible for 
the value of the cup? 

‘The Cuarmaan said the cup was pro- 
mised to the Club, and was advertised by 
them to be run for. It was run for and 
won under the terms advertised, and then 
was not forthcoming. ‘There appeared to 
be some mystery about it, and to-day, for 
the first time, he had heard it had been 
seen! at the German Club. But if that 
were so, he should have thought the cup 
would have been in a safe place there, and 
have been produced when required. 

‘Mr, Dattas said there were several por- 
sons, who, ike Mr. Brandt, thought the 
Oup was at the German Club, and, acting 
upon that thought, the Cup was ‘applied 
for.

In submitting the Accounts for the past 
year, the Directors regret that the increase of 
business has not been important, the gross 
earnings of the Wharf being ‘Tis. 64,809,23, 
against Tis. 64,239.26 in 1873, while the uet 
earnings of the Compauy shew a diminution 
of Tis. 5,890.44, of which amount, a discount 
of 10 per ceut. on Wharfage and Warehouse 
Accounts represents Tis. 5,527.20, which con- 
cession, in face of a similar practice by com- 
peting establishments, was necessary for the 
maintenance of the business. 

‘The Directors regret that hitherto they bave 
been unable to obtain the co-operation of 
other Wharf proprietors in an amended tariff 
of charges, without which they are unable to 
recommend the adoption of higher rates by 
the Company. 

‘An interim dividend of 4 per cent. was paid 
to Sharcholders for the six months ending 30th 
June last, but the year’s Account leaves a 
balance to the credit of Profit and Loss of only

‘The retiring Council then handed in 
their Report for 1874, as follows :— 

‘The Municipal Council for the year 1874 
hog to inform the Electors that, 

The Bund has been an wnexpected drain on 
the funds of the Municipality to the extent of 
‘rls. 490, which sum has been absorbed in the 
execution of necessary repairs. 

‘As the retiring Council are of opinion that 
tho Bund in its present form is likely to be a 
source of continual expense for like repaire in 
the future, they would strongly recommend 
that professional advice be taken before 
further outlay is made theroo: 

‘The Roads are at present in good order, 
having been graveiled, repaired and improved 
at acost of Tis, 490.39. But a trifling expen- 
diture will suffice to maintain them in fair 
condition daring the ensuing year. 

‘Two jetties have beon erected as deemed 
necessaty to facilitate the landing and s! 
ping of cargo. ‘Their constant use is the best 
proof that they meet a reyuirement. 

‘Trees have recently been planted wherever 
thought requi Tn the event of any of tt 
same failing within twelve months, the Con- 
tractor agrees. to replace them free of charge. 
Substantial wooden guards have been placed 
for the protection aud support of the trees, 

The Central Drain now carries the sewage 
of the Chinese quarters bordering on the 
South of the Concession, rendering an iron 
grating at that extremity anecessary adjunct. 
‘Thishasbeen providedat a costof Tis. 18.60, but 
the Council beg to call the attention of the 
Electors to the fact that this expense, as well 
as the more important matter of the nuisance 










































of native sewage having an outlet on the 
foreshore of the Concession, has been forced 
upon thein by the authority of the British 
Consulate, although, in their opinion, the 
main dri of the West Gate Street could 
have been rendered available for that purpose. 

The Council leave it to the Electors to 
decide whether or not they are prepared to 
have their property forcibly availed of for the 
advantage of those without, to the detriment 
of those within the Concession, and to re- 
inguish so important a Bye-law as No. 6 
annexed to the Land Regulations. 

The construction of a new Road from the 
south-west corner of the Concession to the 
Nanking Road is strongly advocated by the 
Council. ‘The pressing need of such a thorough- 
fare will, they think, not be questioned ; 
and that’the longer the acquirement of the 
necessary land is delayed, the more oxpeusive 
and difficalt will it be to carry out the project, 
ident to every resident. 
iring Council would therefore suggost 
that their successors be authorised to expend 
gach monies and take such stops as they may 
deem prudent to attain this end. 

‘Among the minor improvements which the 
Council would have been glad to see carried 
out, had the funds at their disposal admitted, 
they would mention those of walling in the 
Club Lot and of increasing the police staff so 
as to allow of having a night patrol. ‘hese 
matters they have had to leave for the consi- 
doration of the incoming Council, as being at 
present impracticable,

The 
Yeas of our present premises in Shanghai 
expires shortly, and the terms on which 
we wore offered a renewal, viz., that the 
place should be rebuilt, would’ have cost 
usa very high reut. With this in view, 
and considering it indispensable that the 
Bank should be on the Bund, the Directors 
had, about 18 months ago, decided that 
the’ Bank should purchaso premises in 
hai, and bought the presout site for 
60,000. A contract was made for the 
buildings for Taels 44,000. Some iron 
pillars, &e., were ordered from England, 
costing about ‘Taels 8,000, and the archi- 
teot’s commission was to cust ‘Taels 3,640, 
making a total cost of Tals 115,640, ‘and, 
so far as wo know, these amounts will not 
in any way be’ exceeded, ‘aking the 
highest rate at which we receive deposits, 
vie. 5 per cent. this would cost us ‘Taels 
5,782 per annum, and we shall have 
most commodious premises, with accom- 
modution equal to that for which we now 
pay Taels 5,040 per annum rent, Shanghai 
Sub-Manager.—The Directors have deemed 
itadvisable to appoint a Sub-Manager in 
Shanghai, and have selected Me, John 
Walter. hey consider this step will have 
‘good effect on the local business there, 
and it will give the manager more freedom 
to attend to business generally. —Before 
moving the adoption of this report, I shall 
be glad to answer any questions which 
shateholders may desire to put to the 
Directors, 

Mr. Kivosaaot then said he had given

‘This property had shortly before 
the auction cost the Pier and Godown Co., 
Limited, on the whole nearly $800,000, 
and the Directors had fixed their limit at 
a figure which they considered more than 
sufficiently low.
